In response to the Notification of Abandonment mailed December 4, 2003(copy 
enclosed) and the Official Reply to Status Inquiry (received November 26, 2003) in connection 
with the above-identified application, Applicant hereby respectfully petitions under the 
provisions of 3.7 C.F.R. § 1.181 and M.P.E.P. § 71 1.03(c) for decision to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment. 

The Official Reply to Status Inquiry indicates that this application was abandoned due to 
no record of a Reply to a Notification of Missing Requirements (Form PCT/DO/EO/905 mailed 
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February 28, 2002). Applicant believes, however, that the required Reply and fee were timely 
filed and received in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, but that they were not correlated 
with the application and that the application has been erroneously held abandoned. 

A review of the file jacket for the present application, the firm docketing records, and the 
contents of the file for the present application reveals that the Reply to the Notification of 
Missing Requirements (Form PCT/DO/EO/905 mailed February 28, 2002) was due to be filed by 
Sunday, April 28, 2002, and therefore, the Reply was in fact submitted and received by the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office on Monday, April 29, 2002 as allowable under 37 C.F.R. § 1.7. A 
copy of this timely submitted Reply, the stamped postcard receipt, the front page of the attorneys 
file jacket, and docketing system records in connection with the subject application are enclosed 
as evidence (see Exhibits I, II, V, and VI respectively). 

Applicant has reviewed the Reply to the Notification of Missing Requirements (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905 mailed February 28, 2002) and has noticed an incorrect Application Number 
on the first page file identification heading. Although this is an error on Applicant's part, 
Applicant believes that sufficient identification of the correct Application Number in remaining 
pages of the Reply should lead to correlation of the Reply with the correct Application file. 
Identification of the correct Application Number throughout the Reply has been marked with red 
ink and highlighted in yellow ink. 

Applicant believes that the requirement of the $130.00 large-entity, late Declaration/Oath 
filing surcharge has been satisfied. According to Applicant's records, the late Declaration/Oath 
filing surcharge was previously paid for concurrently with the filing of the new application on 
December 28, 2001 (see Exhibit III). Moreover, the Notification of Missing Requirements 
(Form PCT/DO/EO/905 mailed February 28, 2002) confirmed that no additional fees were due in 
connection with the subject application (see Exhibit IV).
